‘who have fpoke in this Debate; but, granting that 
‘* there were any fuch, is this a “Time to repeal a Law 
‘© which has been productive of fo much Good, and which 
‘< fo much firengthens his Majefty’s Government, only be- 
‘- canfe it has been found to be attended with a few tri- 
‘** fing Inconveniences: I cannot think that the Gentle- 
men who talk at this rate are fo ignorant of human Af- 
fairs, as they now pretend to be ; they muft certain! 
know, that all humana Inftitutions are attended with In- 
Conveniences, and ail that the wifeft of Men can do, is 
to chufe thofe Regulations which are attended with the 
lcwelt and the leaft dangerous Inconveniences, and

No 
firely, Sir, we muft concert proper Meafures to pre- 
vent the Ballance of Power in ‘urche trom bein» quite 
overturned: We muft look in Time to the Prefervation 
of thac Ballance which has already coft this Nation fo 
much Biood and ‘Treafure ; and, at fuch a Conjun-ture, 
ought we to repeal that Law which firengthens his Mia- 
jeity’s Hands, which gives Steadinefs ta ‘his Councils, 
and aads Weight to his Negoriations with foreign 
Powers ? Or fhall we fubthtute im its Place a Law, 
wich would throw the Nation every two or thre 
Years into fuch [Diftractions and Coitufions as Elections 
are always attenued with ? 

<¢ Would not this, Sir, be giving the Eneniies of his 
Majefty’s Government at home, in Coijunction with 
his Haemies abroad, fo many Opportunities of Ditiref 
ting his Majefty’s Government, of throwing ail ‘Chings 
tuto Contution, and perhaps of deftroying thet itablimn- 
ment, 2d that Family to which we owe the Preterva- 


‘ tion of all that is dear to us? God forbid, Sir, thar this 


Houfe fhould be fo much wanting in that Dury they 
owe to his Majefty, in that Duty they owe to their 
Country, as to do any Thing that might tend tothe 
diftreffing of his Government, or to the difturbing the 
Peace and Quiet of their Country. I hope the Houfe 
will excufe me for taking up fo much of their Time: I 
could fay a great deal more againft the Motion now 
before us, but the. Subjeét has been fo much exhautfted, 
and every Argument in Favour of it fo fully anfwer- 
ed by my worthy Friend under the Gallery, who 
fpoke early in this Debate, that I think [ need not 
now add any ‘hing farther, but fhajl moit heartily give 
my Vote aga:nft it.

Nation. Such an fafinuation is realiy not treating the 
Gentlemen, who have fooke in Favour ot *h:; Motion, 
with thet Candour which one Gentleman hes *eafon to 
expect trom another ia this Houfe; nor indecd can I

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 Jook upon it as any Compliment made to his Majeity or 
<< his Government : It is not to be doubted but that his 
Majefty, in all the Meafures he purfues, looks a little 
‘“‘ further than this Houfe : It is not to be queftioned 
‘© but that his Majefty looks for the Approbation of the 
‘“< Generality of his People, as well as the Majority of 
his Parliament ; and while his Meafures are approved 
of by the Generality of his People, frequent Elections 
cannot furely bring any Diftrefs upon his Government, 
but will greatly ftrengthen it, by fhewing frequently 
to his Majefty, and to the whole World, the true 
Senfe of the Generality of the People. As to the 
Peace of the Nation, we know, by Experience, that 
it was as Well preferved by Triennial Parliaments, 
as ever it was by Septennial, fo that the agreeing to 
this Motion cannot difturb the Peace, but the rejecting 
it may very probably have fuch an Effect; for the 
Generality of the People fo earneftly detire to have 
Triennial Parliaments reftored to them, that the refu- 
fing to comply with their Defire cannot but increafe 
the Number of the Difatleéted, which may at laft 
throw all Things into Confufion, and may perhaps de- 
ilroy that Efablifhment, to which we owe every Thing 
that is dear to us. 
“*] shall readily grant, Sir, that: ever fince we have 
had Septennial Parliaments, our Eleétions have been 
generally attended with Diftractions and Confufions ;

Then, 
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“ Then, Sir, as to Bribery and Corruption at Elec- 
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tions, I am fure it has very much increafed fiace ths 
Septenuial Law Place. It is a natural Confe- 
guence of lengthenwmg the Time of a Parliament's 
Continuance ; Coutcguence to uatural that I am fur- 
prized to find it fo much miftaken as it feems to be, 
by fome Geutlemen who have .ooken upon the other 
Side ot the Oueftion. {t is certain, Sir, that Bribery 
will never be made uit of at any Election, but by 
a Mau wro has not a vatural Intereft in the 
Place where he declares fiusfelt a Candidate ; and by 
fuch we mav expect ic wil ..wvys be made ufe of, as 
faras it can be done with Saicty, if the Candidate has 
but the leait Hopes of fucceeding ny fuch difhonoura- 
bl: Meces ; where there hippeas a Competition, every 
Elector his a natural Byus to vote for one Man ra- 
ther thau amcrher, ant every “leétor will vote accord~- 
ing to his uetaral By-'> oi is aot bought off: Who- 
ever endeavours te boy on off, muft certainly come 
up to his Price, rhic will be higher or lower, 
according tothe Honour and Circumitances, 
and the neturci By as be has for the other Candidate : 
A great many ‘vieu may be perhaps bought off with 
100 or 1000 Guiness, who, if half that Sum were of- 
fered, would fpurn it away with an honeft Diidain. 
I hope, Sir, there are a great many Electors in this 
Kingdom, whofe Honour, upon fuch Occafions, 1s a- 
bove the Power of any fuch corrupt Temptations, but 
that there are likewife a great many who may be bought, 
is a Fact which, I believe, no Gentleman in this Houfe 
will difpute ; and in this View let us examine the Dit- 
ference between and Septennial Parlia- 
ments. 
““Give me Leave then to fuppofe two Gentlemen fet 
up in Oppofition to each other, for reprefenting one 
of our little Boroughs in Parliament ; one of them a 
Country Gentleman, of a great natural Intereft in the 
Place, the other a Citizen of London, or a Place-man, 
not near equal to him in Iatereft, but depending entire- 
ly upon the Money he is able to lay out: Suppofe 
the Citizen, or rlace-man, comes to a Calculation, and 
finds that it will coit him at leaft 3000/4. to buy the 
Country Gentleman out of his Intereft in that Borough ; 
if the Parliament were to continue but for three Years, 
he 
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he would, very probably, refolve not to be at fuch an 
Expence, and fo would refrain from being guilty oi the 
Crime of corrupting hisCountrymen; but when the Par- 
liament is to continue for feven Years, he may as pro- 
bably refolve to be at that Charge: Thus by Corruption 
he may get a Seat in this Houfe, and it is to be feared, 
that he who comes in here by Corruption, will not walk 
out with clean Hands. 

“ Gentlemen are very much miftaken if they imagine, 
that the Price of an Elector depends upon the Duration 
of a Parliament, or that a Man who fells his Vote for 
100 Guineas at an Election of a Septennial Partiainent, 
would fell his Vote for the half otf that Sum, if the 
Parliament to be chofen were to continue only for 
three Years. No, Sir, there are very few of this fort 
of Eleétors, who think of Futurity ; the prefeat Of- 
fer is the Temptation, and the only Temptation which 
can be of any weight with them: Befides, they can- 
not depend upon having the hke Offer made them at 
the next Election; and so Guineas ready Money, with 
an uncertain Hope of having s> more three Years 
hence, is not furely fo great a Price as roo Guureas 
ready down: The natural Intereit of the Country 
Gentlemen, and the Honour of the Electors, are wat 
the Dealers in Corruption have to contend wish, and 
againft thefe a fmall Price cannot he fo prevalent as 
one a little higher ; fome may, perhaps, be corrupted 
by a {mall Price, but certainly the higher it ts the 
greater will the Numbers be that are tempted to yield 
to it ; and as a Man may ¢ive a higher Price at the 
Election for a Septennial Parliament, than he can 
do at one for an Annual or Triennial, therefore the 
greater the Numbers will be of thofe who yield to his 
Lemptation, the more he may depend upon Corrup- 
tion ; and the more it is to be depended on, the more 
general and the more frequent will it certainly be. 
From hence it appears evident, that the Increafe of Bri- 
bery and Corruption is as natural a Confequence of Sep- 


tenmial Parliaments, as any one Thing can be conceived 
to be the Confeguence of another. 


There is no way, of effectually preventing Cor- 
ruption but by putting it out of the Power of any Man 
to corrupt: There is no corrupting any Man but by 
coming up to his Price; therefore the’ only way of 


putting 
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putting it out of the Power of any Manto corrupt, 1s 
to put it out of the Power of any Man to come up to 
the . rice of any Number of Electors; and this can 


be done by making our Elections frequent: The 


more frequent the better. It is certain, a Gentleman 
who enjoys a good Penfion for feven Years, is more 
able to give a high Price than if he had enjoyed that 
Penfion but for one Year, cr even for three ; and he 
will more willingly give a high Price, when he ts 
thereby to purchafe the Continuance of that ji'enfion 
for feven Years, than when he is to purchafe it only 
for one or .three Years. This, Sir, is fo evidente, 
that I am aitonifhed to hear it controverted within thefe 
Walls. 


‘< If our Parliaments were Axnua/, it would be impoffi- 


ble for Place-men or Penfioners to fave as much yearly 
as would be fufficient to bribe Country Gentlemen out 
of their Intereft, and the Electors out of their Ho- 
nefty ; which I am afraid is a Practice now too fre- 
guent in many ‘arts of this Kingdom: How can it 
otherwife be imagined that the People would chufe 
Perfons they never faw, Perfons they perhaps never 
heard of, in Oppofition to Gentlemen who live in the 
Neighbourhood, Gentlemen who give them daily Em- 
ployment, by buying in their Shops and Markets alk 
the Manutactures and Provifions they have ufe for in 
their Families, and Gentlemen whote Anceiftors haye, 
perhaps, oiten reprefented that yery Place in Parlia- 
ment with great Honour and univerfal Approbation ? 
Tremember, Sir, I was told by a Gentleman who is 
now dead, and therefore I may name him, I mean Mr. 
Spenccr Cooper, alterwards one of the Judges of the 


- Common Pleas, he told me himfelf that he had neyer 


been in the Borough he reprefented in Parliament, nor 
had ever feen or {poke with any of his Electors ; and £ 


believe I could, without much Difficulty, name fome 


who are now in the fame Situation. Can fuch, Sir, be 
called the Reprefentatives of the People, or can it be 
fuppofed that they are chofen by Means of that natural 
Intereit by which eyery Man ought to hold his Seat in 
this Houfe ? | 

‘¢ [he Parliament, Sir, is the great Council of the Na- 
tion, and the Bufinefs of this Houfe in particular is to 


to 
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‘¢ to inform his Majefty if any of his Minifters or Offi- 
<< cers makes an ill ufe of the Power he delegates to them, 
to impeach and profecute fuch evil Munoifters, 
“ Now I would be glad to know who are the mot pro- 
“ per Reprefentatives for thele Purpofes, Gentlemen 
«© who have large Properties m the Country, who are 


«< and who by living « the Country are perfectly ac- 
< guainted with the Circuiaflances of the People; or 
« Gentlemen yho for their chef Support depend upon 
“ the Minifters and Officers of che Crown, who know 
‘«< nothing of thofe they reprefent, and are not only igno- 
“ yant of their true Interefts, but are really indiffe- 
<< rent about their Wellare. I hope it will not be con- 
“< troverted, but that the firft for: of Gentlemen are the 


“ Annual or Triennial Parliaments are better than Septen- 
<< nia], becaufe there is a greater Probability of their be- 
** ing compofed of fuch Gentlemen. 
‘© As Bribery and Corruption, therefore, is a natural 
“* Confequence of long Parliaments, as it muft always in- 
‘“* creafe in Proportion as the Term for the Parliament’s 
‘« Continuance is prolonged, I am perfuaded that all 
‘+ thofe who are againft Bribery and Corruption will join 
with me in voting for the Reftitution of Triennial 
Parliaments. It is not the Expence of an Election 
that Country Gentlemen are to be afraid of ; the moft 
extravagant Entertainments that a Stranger in the 
Country could give, would have but little weight, if 
to theie he did not add downright Bribery ; and even 
thofe Bribes muft be fo high as to over-ballance the 
natural Intereft of the Country Gentleman, as well as 
: the Honetty of the greateft Part of the Electors: As 
thele Bribes cannot be made fo high for a Triennial 
‘* Pariiament, as they may be for a Septennial, they 
' Cannot de fo prevalent among the Electors ; and there- 
lore a Gentleman, who depends upon nothing but his 
: natural Intereit, will always have a better Lay for 
: reprefenting his Country in a Triennial Parliawent, 
than he can have for reprefenting it in one which is to 
continue for feven Years ; for which Reafon I cannot 
but think that every Gentleman who has a Mind that 
his Potterity fhall depend for their Seats in Parliament, 
upon the natural Intereft they may have in their re- 


fpective 


‘< independent of the Mia:.ters and Officers of the Crown, 


‘< moit proper Reprefentatives of the People ; and if fo, 
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*< {pective Countries, and not upon the Frowns -6t the 
** Favours of the Minifter for the Time being, muft ne- 
‘¢ ceffarily be for our returning to our former Conftitu- 
‘* tion in this refpect. This, Sir, is, in my Opinion, 
“* abfolutely neceflary, and it muft be foon done, other- 
“< wife Country Gentlemen, tired out with contending

‘< with the very Money which the Country Gentlemen 
‘< are obliged to pay out of their Eftates in publick Du-

HETHER /J/Villiam the Firft derived his Right 
_ tothe Crown merely from Conqueft, I will not en- 
guire ; but this I think, I may juftly affert, that he go- 
verned as far as he was able, like a Conqueror, taking 
every Opportunity of opprefling the People, and conftrait.- 
ing them to fubmit to Regulations, the moft vile and fla- 
vith that could be devi‘ed: His Succeffor had no great In- 
clination to govern better; but the Flaw which there was 
in his and his Brother Frenry’s Title, obliged them to be- 
have fomewhat mildly to the Englifh, the better to pre- 


ferve their Crowns. The Norman Lords having, in thefe 
Reigns, fettled themfelves firmly inthe Eftates given them, 
here changed their Conduct towards their Prinees, and tn- 
ftead of aflifting them in their tyrannical Proceedings, be- 
gan to ftand on their own Defence, and to take all the 
Meafures they could think of for preferving the Property 
they had attained. 

To this purpofe they fet up King S/-ph-n, and for better 
Carrying on this Defigu, they would afterwards have pulled 


him down. During the following Reigns, there were almoft 


continual Jars between the Crown and the Barons, in which 
the People were expofedto Slaughters on both Sides, and 


‘yee had little to expect from either. As Things ttood in 


thofe Days, the Commons were very unhappy, the Lords 
almoft always in Brouls, and the Kings feldom out of Dan- 
ger. Factions wer: ever fubfifting uader one Pretence or 
other ; and tho’ there was not a regular ftanding Army at 
the Command of the King, yet almoit every Mun was a 
Soldier, and had occafion once, or oftner, in his Life-time, 
toexercife that Trade. Superttition, in thefe Days of Con- 
fufion, was the Relizion of Ail: Learning was coafined ta 
a very few, and Commerce littl: known or applied to by 
any. Yet this, which is called our old Confittution (ad 
I pray God it ever may be called fo) has fouud fonie Ad- 
mirers oi late, who have endeavoured to varath tt over, 
wm hopes, I fuppofe, to deprefs the Regai Authority as low 
as it is in Poland, and exalt theinielves into Palifh 
Frandees, whofe Slaves and Pack-Horfes are ¢!

punifhed as Vagabonds. ‘This Explanation was made on 
‘Occafion of a Memorial prefented the King, by his Ex-

tance. Six Hundred were killed on the Spot, 50 or fo 
were drowned, and the Reft efcaped by Swimming. Ac- | 
cording to our Letters from Genoa, the Neapelitan Court 
is apprehentive of an Infurrection in that Kingdom in Fa- 
vour of the Emperor. 

Count Traun, the Governor of Capua, having held out 
feveral Months, fpite of Famine and all.the Fire the Spa- 
niards could make again{ft him, capitulated the 22d of 
laft Month. 

This Nobleman not having receiv’d any Intelligence of

that the Allies in the mean while were daily receiving Re- 
injorcements, 3000 French Recraits, and 4000 Piedmon- 
tefe being actually arriv’d at the Camp at Cremona. 

It feems the Prince of Hilburghaufen, who was detach’d 
from the Imperial Army to get Poffeffion of Sabionetta,
